29th  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


June  1st,  1926  to  May  31st,  1927. 


In  presenting  the  29th  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
May,  1927,  the  Committee  desire  to  thank  the  public  for  the  con¬ 
tinued  generous  contributions  to  the  funds,  and  for  gifts  in  kin  d 
both  on  Pound  Day  and  throughout  the  year,  to  the  current  expense  s 
of  the  Hospital,  and  efforts  to  obtain  the  money  needed  to  start 
building  a  new  Hospital. 

Though  the  current  account  this  year  shows  a  Credit  balance 
of  £89  18s.  I0d.,  as  against  an  opening  Debit  of  £10  14s.  9d.,  it 
must  be  noted  that  it  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  with¬ 
draw  £150  from  the  Deposit  account,  because  in  spite  of  the  actual 
expenditure  being  £40  6s.  lOd.  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  the 
Income  from  all  sources  was  £147  J4s.  8d.  less.  The  main  reduc¬ 
tions  were  in  the  Subscriptions  and  Donations,  which  show  a 
falling-off  of  £27  12s.  2d.,  and  the  total  Receipts  from  Patients  Fees 
and  Payments  by  Provident  Fund*  are  less  by  £55  16s.  4d.  for 
actual  treatment  and  maintenance  in  Hospital ;  and  no  balance  was 
available  from  the  Kingsbridge  Hospital  Penny  Fund,  which  last 
year  provided  grants  of  £60  for  current  expenses  and  £60  for  the 
Building  Fund. 

The  actual  amounts  received  from  the  Penny  Fund  were 
£204  2s.  Od.  in  1925-26,  and  £111  4s.  Od.  this  year. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Investment  Fund  now  amounts  to 
£2,000  from  which  a  regular  income  is  derived. 

The  record  of  work  is  as  follows  : — Remaining  in  Hospital 
31st  May,  1926,  5  patients ;  after  which  date  no  further  patients 
wrere  admitted  before  the  Hospital  was  closed  temporarily  on  14th 
June,  when  Miss  Swallow,  who  had  resigned  the  appointment  of 
Matron,  left. 

The  opportunity  was  taken  to  enable  the  staff  to  take  their 
holiday  and  to  allow  some  necessary  repairs  and  cleaning  to  be 
carried  eut. 

The  Hospital  was  re-opened  on  the  12th  July,  when  Miss  F.  E. 
Ball  took  up  her  duties  as  Matron, 


During  the  remainder  of  the  year  72  Patients  were  admitted  and 
28  Outpatients  treated. 

The  total  number  of  cases  treated  as  In-patients  during  the  48 
weeks  that  the  Hospital  was  open  was  77,  and  52  operations  were 
performed.  39  patients  were  cured,  and  21  showed  satisfactory 
results ;  II  were  relieved ;  i  was  transferred  to  the  South  Devon 
and  East  Cornwall  Hospital,  and  5  died. 

In  April,  1927,  Miss  Ball  left,  having  resigned  her  appointment 
as  Matron,  and  the  Committee  secured  the  services  of  Miss 

H.  McGregor,  the  present  Matron  who  took  up  her  duties  on 
11th  April. 

Patients  were  received  during  the  year  from  the  following 
places  and  Parishes— Kingsbridge  28,  Kalcombe  17,  West  Alvingfcon 
6,  Thurlestone  6,  Dodbrooke  5,  East  Prawle  3,  South  Milton  3, 
Churchsfcow  2,  Malborough  2,  Chivelstone  1,  Loddi swell  1,  Modbury 

I,  Plymouth  1,  Cullompton  1. 

The  average  stay  of  patients  in  hospital  was  20  days. 

The  number  of  beds  available  was  10  and  1  cot,  and  the  average 
daily  occupation  of  beds  was  4.5. 

The  average  daily  cost  of  each  patient  was  12s.  0d.,  which 
includes  all  costs  of  provisions,  domestic,  surgery  and  establishment 
salaries,  wages,  board  and  administration. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  it  was 
estimated  that  about  £5,000  still  remained  to  be  raised  to  justify 
the  Committee  in  accepting  any  tender  to  start  building  the  new 
hospital.  At  a  meeting  called  for  October  4,  192G,  which  ail 
members  of  the  Committee  and  local  treasurers  were  invited  to 
attend,  to  consider  how  this  could  be  done,  it  was  decided  to  ask 
each  parish  in  the  district  to  undertake  the  task  of  raising  various 
sums  that  together  would  produce  the  required  amouut,  through  the 
agency  of  local  committees  formed  in  the  different  parishes. 

At  the  present  time  good  progress  has  been  made  in  many 
parishes  and  it  is  estimated  that  approximately  £2,400  has  been 
collected.  Two  parishes  have  actually  paid  in  to  the  bank  amounts 
rather  larger  than  the  sums  asked,  and  several  others  have  raised 
the  greater  part  of  what  they  were  asked  to  be  responsible  for  and 
are  waiting  to  pay  iD  the  amounts  when  they  have  been  completed. 
In  a  few  cases  the  response  to  the  appeal  has  not  so  far  been  so 
satisfactory.  The  Committee,  however,  hope  that  in  these  parishes 
efforts  may  be  made  at  an  early  date  to  take  a  share  in  what  is  for 
the  benefit  of  the  district  as  a  whole. 

The  Committee  have  received  further  amended  Plans  for  tbe 
New  Building  by  which  the  cost  of  construction  will  be  con¬ 
siderably  reduced,  while  providing  the  same  accommodation  for 
patients  as  was  originally  intended. 

One  Pound  Day  was  held,  when  a  large  quantity  of  groceries 
and  other  useful  articles  were  received,  as  well  as  £9  5s.  6d  In 
cash. 


The  Committee  regret  the  resignation  of  the  Reverend  W  T. 
Trelawuey  Ross,  who  finds  the  calls  of  other  work  upon  his  time 
prevent  his  doing  justice  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Motor  Ambulance  continues  to  be  of  use  in  the  district 
and  during  the  year  covered  a  mileage  of  553,  conveying  21 
patients.  The  total  expenses  were  £26  16s.  3d.,  which  includes 
insurance,  and  the  income  £28  6s.  11  l.,  including  £4  9s.  5d. 
collected  on  1926  Agricultural  Show  Day. 

Thanks  are  tendered  to  Mr.  George  BalkwiJl,  the  Hon.  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Ambulance  Committee,  and  to  the  members  of  the  St. 
John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  who  so  kindly  give  their  assistance 
whenever  required. 

Thanks  are  accorded  to  the  local  treasurers  and  collectors  for 
their  assistance  which  is  indispensible  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital, 
and  the  Committee  trust  that  all  will  continue  their  valued  aid. 

Mrs.  Payne,  Aveton  Gifford  Rectory,  has  kindly  consented  to 
act  as  local  treasurer  for  that  parish. 

The  Committee  record  their  gratitude  to  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff 
for  the  interest  taken  in  the  Hospital,  and  for  the  devoted  care 
and  attention  to  the  patients,  and  express  their  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  the  Matrons  and  Staff  for  the  efficient  working  of 
the  Hospital. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  desire  to  thank  the  Hon  Secretary 
Hon.  Treasurer  and  his  assistant,  Miss  Smyth,  for  their  invaluable 
work  for  the  Hospital.

cm 

1.  That  the  Hospital  be  called  the  Kingsbridge  anj>  District 
Cottage  Hospital. 

2.  That  the  Hospital  be  for  the  benefit  of  such  sick  poor  in 
Kingsbridge  and  the  neighbourhood  as  can  be  better  treated  there 
than  in  their  private  homes. 

3.  Subscribers  are  entitled  to  a  Letter  of  Recommendation  for 
every  10s  Gd.  they  subscribe.  Collectors  of  small  sums  and  donors 
through  entertainments  and  concerts  are  entitled  to  one  Letter  of 
Recommendation  for  every  £1  so  collected.  Each  letter  is  avail- 
able  from  the  date  of  payment  of  subscription  for  12  months.  It 
will  admit  one  patient  for  4  weeks  only,  a  fresh  letter  to  be  obtained 
if  the  patient  continues  longer  in  hospital,  and  no  one  letter  covers 
more  than  a  single  case. 

4.  Clergy  and  Ministers  presenting  offertories  are  entitled  to  a 
Recommendation  for  every  10s.  6d.,  available  for  12  months  from  the 
payment  of  such  subscriptions. 

5-  Sudden  and  urgent  cases  only  admitted  any  time  without  a 
Letter,  but  this  must  be  supplied  as  soon  as  possible.  Admissions 
daily  at  11  a.m. 

6  Patients  suffering  from  infectious  and  contagious  diseases, 
advanced  consumption,  or  any  other  hopeless  chronic  disease,  or  who 
are  of  unsound  mind  shall  not  be  eligible  for  admission  But  the 
Council  shall  have  power  to  suspend  the  rule  in  every  exceptional 
cases  The  Matron  has  the  authority  to  refuse  any  child  under  4 
years  of  age  except  in  charge  of  its  mother  or  some  other  suitable 
person  who  shall  pay  for  his  or  her  board. 

7.  The  medical  staff  shall  admit  every  suitable  case  in  order  of 
application. 

8.  Patients  are  expected  to  contribute  towards  their  board  and 
lodgings  a  sum  per  week  to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee,  and  payable 
in  advance.  Insured  persons  are  required  on  admission  to  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  the  Matron  to  pay  a  certain  portion  of  their 
insurance  money  to  the  Hospital  during  the  time  they  are  in-patients. 

9.  Patients  must  come  furnished  with  a  change  of  linen  and 
toilet  requisites. 

10.  An  undertaking  to  remove  the  patients  from  the  Hospital 
when  required  to  do  so,  and  in  the  event  of  death  to  pay  all  funeral 
expenses,  must  bo  signed  by  a  responsible  person  approved  by  the 
Managers  ;  and  the  removal  should,  if  possible,  be  after  dusk. 

11.  Visiting  days  for  friends  of  patients  are  Wednesdays  and 
Saturdays  from  2  to  4  o’clock  ;  and  for  subscribers  and  their  friends 
Thursday  from  2  to  4  o’clock.  No  patient  is  to  leave  the  premises 
without  permission.  No  smoking  is  allowed  inside  the  Hospital 
except  by  permission  of  the  Matron. 

12.  When  the  beds  are  not  fully  occupied  by  the  poor,  a  private 
paying  patient  may  be  admitted  by  the  doctors,  such  patients  to  pay 
at  least  £3  3s.  per  week  to  the  Hospital,  besides  the  Doctors' 

Fees. 
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
